The President is favorable to some 
system of practical reciprocity between 
the United States and Oanadft, .and 
hopes to see it perfected before his re- 
tirement in office. He is studying tho 
matter ([iiite closely, and encourages 
everybody who makes a sensible ellort 
towards it. He looks with interest 
upon tho preliminary operations of 
the National Boards of Trade of tho 
two countries. The National Board 
of Trade has appointed ten of its 
most able representatives to the ses- 
sions of the Dominion Board of 
Trade this year. The latter will sond 
an able delegation to this country for 
the noxt meeting of our National I3oard 
of trade. Tho object of the delegates 
and Boards on both sides is to send 
their boat material to aiguo the ques- 
tion of reciprocity. Tue President 
having failed to secure the adoption 
of the Reciprocity Treaty he sent to 
the Senate last Congress, will be slow 
iu sending another, but he will aid any 
practical scheme that comes.

"Law is 
law," and it's a dangerous thing to 
trifle with it iu this country: Wo knew 
a man once who could eat fire, hold 
molten lead in 'his mouth, carry a red- 
hot iron across a room. He was cull- 
ed the Fire King, because ho had 
overcome tho terroia and effects of 
fervid heat. But the law laid ijs hea- 
vy hand, on him, one day and he willed 
like a'c&l3bage"on a frosty night. Ho 
could have made his bed in a firoy 
furnace and shivored for want of bed' 
covering. But the mere sight of a 
little jneco of blue paper in tho bauds 
of '«}'n' officer dethroned him. The 
Maybr'and Council were safe and pub- 
lic opinion sustained theiii so long as 
they did not run counter to tho law. 
When they violated a statute tLe 
Province they Idst'the'^add opinion (|f 
the People; ^ A law imposes the duty 
on the Lieut.-Governor-in-Council of 
appointing a Police Magistrate for tho 
City. Mr. Elliott did not make that 
law'. It was passed iu Jlr. Walkem's 
time and approved by him. But Mr. 
Elliott- would be wanting in ■. his duty 
should he fail to enforce that law. He 
WILL enforce it; and the Mayor and 
Council will find that they, not being 
above tho law, must obey it. The 
Statute is very clear on the point. 
For the information of the Corpora- 
tion we give, jibe. clause: « 

"That it shall be'lawful for the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council to appoint a 
fit , nd proper person to bo a Police M;i- 
giBtrato for tho City of Victoria, at suuh 
onnual' salary as such Lientouiint-Gov- 
ernor in Council shall ilireet, payahlu by 
equal monthly payments, which saloiy 
bUuH be a charge p.nftbQ.reveanes .Qf the 
Municipal ConricJlof Victoria, and such 
Magistrate shall have jurisdiction 
throughout tho Province, and tho Lieu- 
tenant Governor iu Council shall have 
the power of removing such Magistrate 
lit pleasure." 

There, now! could anything be 
clearer than that the Corporation have 
not tho power to appoint a Magis- 
trate? Now, then, Mr. Mayor- and 
Councillors, don't run , your heads 
against tho statute. Accept 'a situa- 
tion you cannot help abd make the 
best of it. The law is against you; 
the public is against you; luul should 
tho righteous indignation of the Courts 
fall upon you, a regiment of youi 
Chinese voters would find employmeiit 
for a few days in gatlieriug up your 
scattered remains.

In 
tho evunt of this coutiuuiug tho miners 
intended to start en 111113.16 on Sunday 
March Oth. Tho steamer esperieuctid a 
vory heavy gale of wind and oonsiderablq 
snow off Fort Simpson aud the mouth of 
tho Skeena Eiver. She saW nothing of 
tho Otter."

ed. Prof. Silliman was at Salt Lake 
City with Williams.and English direc- 
tor of the mine. Stewart left tho. ses- 
sion of Senate in the winter of 1872, 
and soon thereafter the famous tele- 
gram, signed by Silli'na'Aa, Williams 
aud Huzzy, was sent to 'London, re- 
presenting that a large bed of oie bad 
been discovered at the Emma mine. 
This was considered verj* remarkable. 
Tho new discoveries were represented 
at 8,000 tons, worth $2,000 per 
ton or 116,000,000. Witness re- 
lated that, in; a conversation between 
Park and himsolf. Park said it was 
hard for General Scbonck to live on 
?ll7,000 a year; ho bad to buy dresses 
for inomber.s of his family which cost 
$700 a piece to go to Queen "Victoria's 
drawing room, and the dress could bo 
worn only once. Park did not blame 
General Schonck for wanting to make 
money. At another time Park said ho 
was going to have a little game with 
tho General, vvho waS a' gcrod libker 
player. Witness testified thut A^lbert 
Grant, promoter of tho Emma mine 
speculation in England, informed him 
that he gave Stewart two thousand 
shares of stock to bocomo a director 
himself and assist in getting Scheuck's 
nume^On t^e board... .Park iofocm^d 
the witness thtit Fiah'er;^ of Yeferfe'tit, 
an intimate friend of his, owed 
Schenck X3,000 for services rendered 
iu a laud grant which perhaj^d was 
disposed of in Holland. Park wanted 
Scheuk to give Pistior an opportunity 
to make something, and Scheuck after- 
wards said he found Fisher a very 
valuable man. Fisher wroto articles 
for tho Loudon "Mining Journal," 
paying very large prices for their pub- 
licatibn, and-tbey were .extrtiyagant in 
jjraise 6f the.richnesacofj" the Emma 
mine and of a most extrordinary char- 
acter as to migreprese'ntations. In 
June, 1872, tho Emma mine literally 
caved in, collapsed, aud has not since 
been repaired. When Stewart was 
asked hov^.i^bey could satisify tbe;t£ng- 
lish stockholders for the rion-produCr 
tion of ore ho replied, that was easily 
managed: they could say the snows of 
Utah were so deep as to prevent haul- 
ing, but they could make up for lost 
time during tho summer. Park wrote 
to Anderson, who was connected with 
the company, on the 29th of July, 
1874, after his return from Salt Lake 
City, that wliilo he expected to see in 
the Emma mine large bodaof ore, the 
sight of theiaOTfiqk«fMuabpv^i.bi8 ex - 
pectationa.
